Noted Scientist Discards Old Theory That Interior Is 
Molten Mass.

CHICAGO, Dec. 11.—New doctrines of geology, based on a new 
theory of the origin of the earth, were outlined to the National Acad- 
emy of Sciences here by Prof. Thomas C. Chambertain, emeritus head 
of the department of geology of the University of Chicago. 


Emphasizing the revolutiona. 
motions of the earth as a. planet 
wWhioh tave largely gone unno- 
ticed in geology, Prof. Chamber 
lain declared that they were

DISCARDS OLD VIEW 

Discarding the old view of th: 
nebuiur hypothesis that the inte. 
river ot tue ear.a is mowen, Prof.

Prof. Chain berlain, who is one 
of the woria’s foremost gevlugisis, 
presented two papers—the con- 
trasted types of earth energy and 
their reiauon values and the patha 
taken by energy in the aelf-com- 
pression of the earth. 

Prof. Chamberiain called atten- 
tion to the fact that the olde 
studies of the earth related chief 
to ite substance and that recent! 
attention has turned more largely 
to its energies. 

He pointed out that formerly it 
was supposed that the earth was 
once in a gaseous state and tha: 
it condensed from this into a mod- 
ern globe. its surtace configura- 
tion and its deformations were as- 
signed to cooling. The studies of 
the earth's energy and the mo- 
mentum, however, revea'ed seriou 
ifficulties in making such a histor 
fit the facts disclosed by later in 
Vest ies tons 

Dr. Chamberlain abandoned the 


twenty years ago 


and oftered a new view known as 
ihe planetesimal hypothesis. Un- 
der this view the earth was bullt 
up very slowly by gathering in 
minute bodies whose energ.cs an 
moments were of the same sort a 
that of the planets into which the; 
are gathered and hence they met 
the old difficulties.

CHICAGO, Dec. 11.—“Terrible Tommy” O'Connor, 
Friday for the murder of Detective Sergeant Patrick O'Neill, who had gone to 
home to arrest him, today made a sensational escape from the County Jail, 
taking with him Edward Darrow and James Laporte, also desperate criminals. 
Two other prisoners, Charles McDermott, a widely known safe-blower, and 
Clarence Sponagal, under sentence of ten years for robbery with a gun, were 
seized as they were about to leave the jail. 


The jail delivery, which is one o/4 


the most sensational in the history 
of the prison. bears the marks of 
outside and inside help. O'Connor 


is a tremendous power in the un- 


derworld and can command the un- 
limited assistance of many politi- 
cians. A large sum of money was 
raised in the underworld, from 
gamblers, prostitutes, saloonkeep- 
ers, criminals of all sorts, for his 
defense, but it appeared he would 
have to go to the gallows. About 
the only avenue left open was the 
“insanity” dodge, but he improved 
on this vastly by departing from 
prison. It is a certainty he will not 
be retaken alive. as the police 
have orders to kill him on sight. 
and he wil) not submit to arres 
with a death sentence hangin 
over him and only five days dis- 
tant.

GARDNER JURY DISAGREES. 


Unable to Reach Verdict, Dischareed by. Judge; 
Warned Not to Tell A bout Balloting. 


PHOENTX. Dec. 11.—The jury in the Ufiited States District Court 
here, which heard the evidence in the trial of Roy Gardner. twice 
convicted mail robber, on a charge of robbing a mail car at Maricopa. 
Ariz.. on November 3. was unable to reach a vwrdict and was dismissed 


u few minutes after noon today. 

Judge William H. Sawtelle, who 
presided over the trial, in d'smiss- 
ing the jury, pointed out that it 
had been considering the case 
since shortly after 5 o'clock last 
night and declared that failure 
to agree indicated the jury should 
be dismissed. 

JURORS ARE WARNED. 

The judge, however, warned the 
jurors not to discuss the case with 
any one and particularly warned 
them not to disclose how many 
ballots were taken cr how 
ballots stood. Disclosure of that 
information, he said, might at- 
fect the trial of Gardner on @n- 
other charge. : 

The other charge involved Gard- 
ners attempt to rob a mall car at 
‘a Pailway station here and his 
alleged assault on the mall clerk 
in charge of the car on No. 15, 
in which attempt he was cap- 
tured by the clerk, Herman F. In- 
derlled. 
missed. however, — A. Flynn, 
United States Distri Attorney, 
said he was undecided whether to 
ask the court to proceed with the 
trial of Gardner on the Phoenix 
charge or to retry him for the 
Maricopa offense at once. Cari 
A. Davis, attorney for Gardner, re- 
fused to comment. 

GARDNER ADMITS ROBBERY. 

Gardner admi:ted during nis 
trial he committed the robbery at 
Maricopa, but maintained that 
when he dia it, he was insane and 
not. responsible. 

The only indication of how the 
jurors’ deliberations were pro- 
ceeding was given last night apout 
10 o'clock, when they asked the 
court for information as to the 
effect of a verdict of guilty with 
a reccmmendation Gardner he 
kept under observation as to his 
sonity. Such a verdict was not 
included in the four which the 
court originally had instructed the 
jury it might consider.

of age its value comes into ques- 
tion. Sometimes it remain in the 
| first line, but more often it is re- 
legated to the second line. It is 
not so much that the ship wears 
ut—it is a matter of obsoles- 
‘eence, for the development in 
construction has been so rapid of 
late that by the time a battleship 
is twenty years old something else 
comes along to make it very much 
out of date. 

There are some who would sav 
that a battleship twenty years of 
age might as well be classed as 
| useless, but this is not strictiv 

true. There are notable examples 
lof warships thirty years old 
(which still are in splendid shape. 
An instance is that of the historic 
old cruiser Olympia, which served 
as the flagship of Admiral Dewev 
in the battle of Manila Bay. the 
| cruiser that only recentiv had the 
‘honor of bringing from France to 
America the body of the Unknown 
Soldier. 

So. for the basis of computation 
such as is contal.ed in this ar- 
ticle, it is reasonable to suppose 
that the depreciation of the bat- 
tleships in question amounts to a 
total of one-half in the twenty- 
year period. 

Without considering the matter 
of interest on the investment. 
then, it is necessary to charee off 
in the twenty-year period a total 
of $20,000,000—which amounts to 
$2.000,000 a year. This of course 
is for each of the ships. 

COST IS GREAT. 

Adding together the $2,000,000 
for the cost of operation and the 
$2.000,000 for the depreciation, the 
| total that must be charged off as 
| government expense each year is 
about $4,000,000 for each vessel. 
There are fifteen of them, making 
in all $60.000,000, and this is a low 
estimate. 

But there ts not only the cost of 
| operating the battleship and ita de- 
| preciation. Such a vessel does not 
| go out to sea as an independent in- 
stitution. There must be an oper-

AIM OF NAVY. 

It was the Navy aim to have 
1,650,000 tons of fighting and aux- 
illary vessels under the American 


was complete, the date being set 
for 1925. At that time, it has 
been estimated, the British navy 
would consist of 1,700,000 tons of 
fighting and auxiliary ships and 
the Japanese navy 850,000 tons. 
But the figures included not onlv 
the ships afloat, but those hulilding 
or, at least, included in the imme- 
diate program. 

It fs, for obvious reasons, tmpos- 
sible to say just how many tons 
of vessels the United States now 
possesses——that is, it is impossible 
to say so to the ton. But round- 
ly the tonnage amounts to 1.000,- 
000 tons of all types. 

The American program for 
naval limitation gives to the United 


000 tons of auxiliary ships, 80,000 
tong of aircraft carriers and 90. 
000 tons of submarines. Added to- 
gether this is 1,120,000 tons of 
shipping. 

OTHER CRAFT. 

Thus, then, the United States 
Navy will be increased in tonnage 
by about 120.000 tons. This will 
come through the construction of 
aircraft carriers and submarines. 

If the British proposal to re- 
duce the submarine tonnage is 
adopted the item of submarine 


American Navy is sadly lacking in 
airplane carriers, having only one, 
a collier, which has been converted 
and called the Langley, and in- 
tended chiefly for experimental 


purpcss. It is likely that at the 
start some of the ships now laid 
down will de converted as air- 
plane carriers, 

But the point of it all is that the 
size of the Navy under the limita- 
tion program will be a trifle larger 
than the Navy at present. The 
difference, however, will not be 
very great. With the economies 
that are promised through a re- 


‘organization of the government 
/executive system the cost of main- 
,tenance will be in general about 


what it is at present. 

The saving outlined in the intro- 
duction of this article is one that 
represents what the Navy actually 
will cost and what the cost would 
have been had the United States, 
as it would have done had not a 
halt been called, gone in for a 
navy as large as had ‘been in- 
tended. 


ECONOMICAL YEAR. 


This is an economical year for 
the Navy. The sum of $387,000.- 
000 is being spent for all the vari- 
ous activities. It is a slash to one- 
third of what the Navy cost the 
year before. It has been accom- 
plished by the arbitrary curtall- 
ment of many items that, in the 
opinion: of some naval experts, 
should not have been attempted.

Reported Dead, Now Wins 
Way Back to Health. 


Uother’s Faith That Giri 
Was Alive Justified.

member of the United States Army 
Nurse Corps is one of heroism, ac- 
cording to officers of the Ninetieth 
Division. to which she was at- 
tached. It be etated that the 
seventeen wound stripes which she 
ia entitled to wear upon the sleeve 
of her nurse's uniform are great 
er in number than were ever won 
by any woman, and perhaps by 
but few men. 

According to the records of the 
War Department Miss Frawley 
was kilied in a German alr raid. 


her death she is very much alive 
today and is gradually improving 
under treatment at the govern- 


that her daughter was dead, based, 
of course, on the official report of 
the War Department. Mre. Fraw- 
ley. whose home is in Chicago, 
drew several instaliments of Miss 
Frawiey’s war risk insurance de- 
fore the discovery was made that 
she was min alive. in fact, it 
was eo feeling on the part of Mre 
Frawley that her daughter was 
not dead that led the War Depart- 
ment % make an investigation 
which proved the fallacy of the 
earlier report. 
MOTHER HAD FAITH. 
it was one year and eight 


months after she was supposed to 


have received her fatal wounds in 
a German air raid upon a hospital 
near the battle line that Miss 
Frawiey lay in a hospital, hover 
ing between life and death, with 
her parents in Chicago suffering 
anguish in the thought that some- 
where in nee poppies were 
blooming over her grave. Not- 
withstanding the apparent con. 
clusiveness of the report that her 
daughter was dead there stin 
burned dimly in the mind of Mra 
Frawley the faith that sometime 
and somewhere they would aguin 
be united in the flesh. 

Finally, nearly two years after 
the receipt of the formal tele- 
gram from the War Department 
announcing Miss Frawliey's death. 
am came saying that Miss 
Frewiey's body was on its way 
overseas to the Walter Reid Hos- 
pital Mr. and Mrs Frawley went 
to Washington and there recet 
the ciad news that Mise Frawley 
lived. 

At firet the father and mother 
were urged not to see the mangied 
daughter. who had left for over- 
seas in such good health, for fear 
the shock would have serious ef- 
fects upon the mother. Mrs. 
Frawley was given a glimpse. how. 
ever, and, motherilike. immediate. 
ly began to make planes for mak 
ing her child well again. 

When Miss Frawley. after what 

terms a most wonderfu! 
surgical operation, was released 
from the Walter Reid Hospital 
she was sent to San Antonio to 
take ft easy in that balmy clil- 
mate 

The first of Miss Frier: 
many wounds was received while 
she was serving temporarily as a 
nurse in Tours. Bombs from a 
German plane struck the hospital 
She received a scalp wound In 
another raid a piece of shrapne! 
took off a finger. Sometime later 
she was serving in an emergency 
hospital at Chateau-Thierry and 
was assisting in a delicate opera 
tion when a high explosive shel! 
Durm in the midst of the wounded 
patients, nurses and surgeons. The 
station was annihilated 
When her mangled form was 
picked from the ruins and taken 
to the hospital there was but lt 
tie life in her body. For months 
and monthe she was in the “shad- 
ow of death.“ Gradually the fifteen 
new wounds healed, leaving scars 
that will always remain as re- 
minders of the ordeal through 
which she passed. When she ar- 
rived at the government hospital 
here she weighed only eighty 
pounds She ded much 
weight and is able to get about 
on one crutch. * 

Before entering the World War 
as d nurse Miss Frawley say hos- 
pital service in the U'nited States 
Army in a numder of other lands. 
She epent twenty-five months in 
the service in the Pihlippines, once 
for a period of fourteen months 
and again for eleven months. 
She had likewise served in Pan- 
ama. the Hawaiian Islands and in 
Japan and China. She returned 
from China to the United States 
after a three years’ stay in the Far 
East on Dec. 16, 1916. In April. 
the United States entered the war. 
In June, Miss Frawley was on the 
Atiantic bound for France, one of 
the first to go. 

It lo stated that the seventeen 
wound stripes show Miss Frawley 
saw the limit of service in France 
She was in five major engage- 
ments. a most remarkable record 
for a woman in itself. and was inh 
innumerable air raids and attacks 
on hospitals and relief bases. 

For her services. Miss Frawley 
holds the Distinguished Service 
Cross. the French Croix de Guerre 
and other lesser decorations. ¢ The 
people of Allen county, Ohio, 
where she was born, presented her 
with a bronze medal itn apprecia- 
tion of her services to them 
through her services to her coun- 


try. 

The American Legion, Maj.-Gen. 
Harbord and many of the high of- 
ficers with whose work she was 
identified overseas, are making ef- 
forts to untangle the coils of red 
tape which keep closed the secret 
of how she came to be reported 
dead.

im Southern California, Los Angeles County is by far the largest 
pearproducing county, and its rank in the State has advanced from 
twentieth in 1910 to seventh in 1920. This is a remarkable achievement 
when it is considered that this county ts principally a producer of semi- 
tropical fruit and that the pear ie a temperate zone fruit. 

During the year 1910 the production of Los Angeles County was 
21.161 bushels; in 1920 it was 109,186 bushels. However, the significant 
fact is that this county now has 199.531 bearing pear trees and 244.209 
nom bearing trees, while in 1910 there were only a total of 16,149 trees. 
The percentage increase in the total number of pear trees for the ten 
year period was 2670 per cent. No county In the State can equal this 
record in the planting of pear trees and it is safe to say that within 
the next-few years Los Angeles County will be among the first four 
pear-producing counties of the State Only one county, Placer, exceeds 
Los Angeles County in the number of non-bearing pear trees, and this 
lead is only 15,000 trees, while Los Angeles leads the next highest 
county, Sacramento, by some 50,000 trees. 

Sacramento County ie at present by far the largest producer of 
pears. producing in 1920. 982.058 bushels. The production of the other 
important counties ts as follows: Santa Clara, 495.111 bushels: Solano 
$81,622 bushels; Placer. 288.762 bushels: Sonoma, 233.974 bushels: 
Contra Costa, 199,639 bushels. and Los Angeles County. 109.186 bushels

LAPSED POLICIES 
MAY BE REVIVED. 


MORE TIME GIVEN TO FORMER 
SERVICE MEN TO PROTECT 
WAR INSURANCE. 


WASHINGTON, Deo 11.—Regu- 


lations of the United States 
Veterans Bureau limiting the time 
for reinstatement of war risk in- 
surance for ex-service men to De- 
cember $1 of this year have been 
amended. effective Jan. 12, 1922. 
so that men who have allowed 
their policies to lapse may rein- 
state them at any time before 
March 4. 1926, according to Col. 
Charles R. Forbes, director of the 
bureau. 

“It has come to the attention 
of the bureau that a great num 
ber of men have allowed their 
insurance to lapse because they do 
not realize their rights both to 
reinstate and convert their insur- 
ance into one of the permanent 
forms offered by the government. 

“Briefly. the requirements for 
reinstatement will be as follows: 


“If the ex-service man's insur- 


ance has lapsed for less than 
three months and it he is in as 


of the premium in default, he can 
reinstate by so stating in his 
written application and by pay- 
ing two months’ premiums on the 
amount of insurance he wished 
to reinstate. 

“If the insurance has lapsed for 
more than three months. it will 
be necessary for him to submit 
the report of a full medical ex- 
amination in addition to his state- 
ment testifying good health and 
pay two months’ premiums of the 
umount of insurance he wishes to 
reinstate.”

Safety Council Prepares to 
Carry on Good Work.

A resume of the results accom- 
plished during No Accident Week 
which closed Saturday night at 
midnight shows en increase in the 
number of accidents compared to 
the previous week, but fewer 
deaths. From an educational stand- 
point officers of the Los Angel 
Safety Council believe that an 
exceptionally good start has been 
made, says a statement. 

An examination of the records 
show a total of 621 traffic accidents 
last week, which includes 111 cases 
of personal injury. Complete fig- 
ures were not available yesterday, 
due to various clerical offices be- 
ing closed, but the available rec- 
ords show a decrease in the num- 
ber of persons suffering from bro- 
ken bones and permanent injurtes. 
This, notwithstanding that on the 
opening day of the campaign, there 
was an unprecedented rush of traf- 
fic. due to the visit of Marshal 
Foch, with a corresponding num- 
‘ber of accidents, 

Traffic accidents showed a fall- 
ing off for the middie of the week. 
but seventy-three accidents being 
reported Thursday. including fif- 
teen cases of personal injury. Fri- 
day showed the same number of 
accidents, with seventeen cases of 


personal injury. Saturday, the last 
day of the No Accident Week, the 


117, with eighteen persons hurt. 
Only two deaths were recorded 
during the week, one man being 


ond fell down an elevator shaft. 
No other person suffered fatal in- 
juries, although many were hurt 
and the property loss was exceed- 
‘ingly heavy. 

It is pointed out that the heavy 
Christmas rush is annually respon- 
sible for an increase in eccidents. 
Yet the records of the Los Ange- 
les Rallway show not a single per- 


cars during the week. However. 
there were thirty-three more ac- 
cident during the week reported 
| by the rallway company than in 
the same week a year ago. This 
ts accounted for by the increased 
congestion and traffic difficulties, 
The Los Angeles Safety Council, 
which undertook the campaign of 
educational publicity, will continue 
the work to an even greater er- 
tent in the future. Every effort 
will be made to stamp out speed- 
ing and failure to give proper sig- 
‘mals, which are two the most 
| fruitful causes of accidents. 
The Safety Council has received 
| many suggestions which may help | 
solve the accident problem and 
these will be acted upon at once. 
It is realized that traffic accidents 
are far more numerous than all 
other accidents, which accounts for 
| the fact that ,epecial attention was 
| given to the (traffic problem dur- 
ing the week. The future, how- 
| ever, will see a campaign in which

Rumor Coast Shipments Are 
for Japan Scouted. 


Pacific Northwest Traffic

Buying almost twelve times as 
much wheat in this country the 
last ten months as it bought in 
1920, Germany has just demon- 
strated that this country virtually 
feeds the world, according to s- 
ures compiled yesterday. It fed 
virtuglly all the civilized nations 
dur the war, and for a long 
time afterward. Now it is sup- 
plying Germany vast quantities of 
fovdstiifls, according to Pacific 
Coast rain exehange reports. 

A statement of ihe Department 
of Commerce for September show 
that Germany bought from this 
country 35.413.600 bushels of 
wheat the first ten months of this 
year. Her purchases last year 
amounted to 3.472.000 bushels. 

Rumors from London and New 
York that Japan has been buying 
great quantitive of wheat here and 
clearing her transaction through 
London banks are scouted by of- 
ficials of the Los Angeles grain 
exchange. Secretary M. D. Thie- 
baud says thes big shipments of 
wheat have beeg exported from the 
Coast this year, but that so far as 
he knows they have not been going 
to Japan. 

Some idea of the traffic In wheat 
in the Pacific Northwest this year 
may be gathered from the fact 
that since July 1, Seattle has ship- 
ped 4256 carloads. Portland, 16,- 
991 amd Tacoma, 5608 care Last
